‘Ranked Businessmen, 
Growers Meet to Dis- 
cuss Plans for Forming 
Livestock Association. 


CHAMBER SPEAKER 
SOUNDS WARNING 


Organization of Group 
Will Be Launched Early 
in May, Says Cully Cobb.

- Southern farmers must stick to 
those phases of agriculture in 
which they have a competitive 
advantage, Delos L. James, man- 
ager of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, declared yester- 
| day as he urged the south to “save 
the cotton industry.” 

He addressed a group of ap- 
proximately 50 bankers, business- 
men and dirt farmers from all 
‘over north Georgia who met in 
|'Atlanta to discuss plans for form- 
ing a Georgia Livestock Associa- 
tion. Cully-A. Cobb, chairman of 
the livestock committee of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
which sponsored the meeting, an- 
nounced that organization of the 
association will be launched early 
in May. 

Group Warned. 

James commended the pro- 
posed formation of the livestock 
group, but warned against a too- 
rapid development in this indus- 
try. 

“If the south is going to seek 
the markets of some of the things 
the north can produce, the result 
is going to be disastrous for both 


ges ; \the south and the north,” he de- 
_. \clared. 


a ‘markets for both.

“There are not enough 
“We must continue to grow 
'those things which we are set up 
for, and not enter fields in which 
the north has the competitive ad- 
vantages,” he asserted. 

“There has been a great deal 
of talk about growing soy beans 
in the south, but the biggest ad- 
vantage of raising soy beans jis 
that they help to build up the 
soil,” he continued. He pointed out 
that their growth should not be 
encouraged as a substitute for cot- 
tonseed. 

Although the department man- 
ager is not alarmed over the pos- 
sible loss of foreign markets for 
cotton, he said he is “deeply con- 
cerned” over the loss of domestic 
markets. 

Urged Increased Use. 

He advocated an increased ‘con- 
sumption of cotton and praised 
the objectives of the Cotton Con- 
sumption Council which was re- 
cently organized in Atlanta.

NEW YORK, March 10.—(7)— 
Richard Whitney, five times presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Exe 
chcange and during Wall Street’s 
most critical years one of its lead- 
ers and spokesmen, late today was 
indicted for grand larceny in the 
first degree. 

The indictment was obtained by 
District Attorney Thomas E, 
Dewey, lightning-swift rackets 
prosecutor, less than four hours 
after State Attorney General John 
J. Bennett Jr. had given necessary 
approval to Dewey. 

Whitney, tall and stern, with a 
Harvard accent, a yachtsman and 
member of the city’s most exclu- 
sive clubs, went with his attorney, 
Charles H. Tuttle, Republican 
leader, to Dewey’s office to sur- 
render. 

Trust Fund Theft Charged. 

The specific charge against him 
is that he misappropriated be- 
tween $105,000 and $110,000 from 
a trust account left to his wife, 
Mrs. Gertrude Sheldon Whitney; 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Mary Sheldon 
Murphy, Harvard University and 
St. Paul’s School of Concord, N. H. 
Mrs. Murphy was the complaining 
witness,

firm from the bankruptcy for 
which it filed a petition Tuesday,

Whitney, the indictment charges, 
pene funds left in an estate of 
'which he was a co-trustee, leaving

28 when affairs of his firm were 
approaching a crisis. 

About 4 p. m., today, Dewey, 
Tuttle, Whitney and the foreman 
of the grand jury, went before 
General Sessions Judge William 
Allen, who paroled Whitney over- 
night in custody of his attorney. 
Formal arraignment will take 
place tomorrow in Allen’s court. 

Dewey asked for high bail. Bail 
was tentatively set at $10,000, but 
Whitney was given until tomor- 
row to raise it. From the court he 
went to the Elizabeth Street sta- 
tion, in the murkiest part of the

Coastal Plain Station Head 
Tells Why State Should 
Have U. S. Laboratory. 


Diversity of crops, central lo- 
cation and the organization of the 
University System were listed 
yesterday by S. H. Starr, direc- 
tor of the Coastal Plain Experi- 
ment Station at Tifton, as three 
reasons why one of the four 
United States regional agricul- 
tural laboratories should be lo- 


cated in Georgia. 

Starr’s statement was contained 
in a report to Chancellor S. 
Sanford, of the University System, 
part of which is to be used by the 
latter in summing up Georgia’s 
plea for location of the laboratory 
within its borders. 

Starr said Georgia ranked first 
in the United States in produc- 


well as first in the south in ship- 
ments of peaches and pimentos. It 
ranks second in the nation in pro- 
duction of peaches, sweet potatoes, 
sugar cane syrup and certain lima 
beans. 

Georgia’s largest item of agri- 
cultural income last year was 
cotton, 1,490,000 bales -represent- 
ing an aggregate of $60,800,000. 
The state ranked fifth in cotton 
production and third in _ flue- 
cured tobacco, with 77,878,000 
pounds of the latter yielding $14,- 
400,000.

FARM LABORATORY FOR GEORGIA 

Georgia has placed before Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace a strong case for the es- 
tablishment in this state of one of four $1,000,- 
000 regional farm laboratories. It will be diffi- 
cult for the federal government to overlook the 
Georgia proposal in favor of. any other loca- 
tion, in view of the manifold advantages pre- 
sented. 

Situated in the heart of the southern re- 
gion, with land of every type available for re- 
search growth, from the Appalachian area to 
the coastal marshes, Georgia offers natural ma- 
terial which cannot be equaled by any other 
southern state. The University of Georgia and 
the Board of Regents of the University Sys- 
tefn have tendered a promise of every facility 
available in every part of the state, as well as 
the assistance and co-operation of all agricul- 
tural, commercial and industrial units and per- 
sonnel in the University System. This tender 
in itself should have strong influence, for the 
university offers a personnel keenly alive to the 
very problems for which the laboratory will be 
established. The work of the agricultural units 
of the system under present officials has been 
outstanding, the personnel highly capable and 
experienced. 

In addition, the University System has of- 
fered to deed to the federal government all land 
necessary for construction of buildings and to 
furnish to the Department of Agriculture all 
other lands required for experimental purposes 
and the production of laboratory material. 

The laboratory will be devoted to develop- 
ing new scientific, chemical and technical uses 
and new and extended markets and outiets for 
farm commodities, products and by-products. 

Dean Paul W. Chapman, of the College of 
Agriculture, has pointed out that crops which 
have possibilities for research accomplishments 
include cotton, corn, peanuts, sweet potatoes, 
pine trees, naval stores, pecans, tung trees and 
peaches, all of which are grown in quantities in 
Georgia. 

Such a laboratory for Georgia would mean 
much to the state and to the south. 


“REHAB” LEADS THE WAY 


One of the greatest factors in the improve- 
ment of Georgia farm conditions has been an 
agency of which the general public has heard 
little. This is the Farm Security Administra- 
tion, headed by R. L. Vansant as state director. 
Under the administration aegis is the rehablli- 
tation program in which farm families have 
been started on the road to happiness through 
their own efforts, guided by the officials of the 
“rehab,” as it is generally known. 


Mr. Vansant reports that the net worth of 
rehabilitation families has increased from an 
average of less than $50 in 1935 to appror - 
mately $500 at present. This is but a start. 
Far greater are the gains in human values. 
Entire family groups have been lifted from 
stark despair and placed on the road to good 
citizenship. Their health has improved greatly; 
they have learned how to farm for profit; 
their children are back in school, and from 
this group will come leaders of tomorrow, where 
yesterday were developing more inmates for 
our jails and relief rolls. 


Even more satisfying is the announcement 
that the cost of the program is not shoveled 
out from the federal treasury without return. 
The families are not given the money with 
which to rébuild their lives and dreams. The 
cash is given in the form of loans, which in 
1937 totaled $2,086.370—an average of $212 per 
family. Of this sum more than $1,000,000 has 
already been repaid, with $200,000 more ex- 
pected to come in when recipients complete 
marketing of 1937 crops and secure payment of 
conservation program amounts. The balances 
are due over a period of from one to five years. 

Average loans have dropped from $335 in 
1935 to $212 in 1937. This, Vansant says, is 
due to the fact farmers last year grew much 
more of their food for home consumption and 
practically all feed needed for livestock. Can- 
ning of the average family jumped from 10 
quarts a year to 119 quarts. 

Not only has this program benefited the 
loan recipients through intelligent, but not in- 
trusive, guidance, but its principles have un- 
doubtedly extended through example to other 
farm families. When the immeasurable bene- 
fits of a diversification, live-at-home farm pro- 
gram have been brought home to the majority 
of the state’s farmers, then will come an un- 
equaled regeneration placing Georgia high on 
the list of the prosperous states of the nation. 
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Something new in international salutes is 
Austria’s, to the Nazi neighbor. The arm is 
thrust upward and outward, yét the fingers 
are crossed. 


Medical meetings lately have reported pleas- 
ing progress in that field. About everything 
is under eontrol except cancer and the Benny 
Goodman swing fans. 


A RACE ADVANCES 

Within less than a week, more than half a 
dozen stories have appeared in the news col- 
umns of the Georgia press which reflect the 
contributions of the negro race to the advance- 
ment of their own people and of the south. 
Much of this has stemmed from the dreams 
and accomplishments of one man—Booker T. 
Washington. The work of the many who have 
followed in his footsteps has builded an ever- 
growing monument to this leader of his race. 


The Urban League column last Sunday re- 
vealed the discovery at Tuskegee Institute of 
a new method of preparing sassafras tea, which 
preliminary sales efforts indicate will lead to 
renewed popularity of the product. This flaked 
and shredded preparation already is giving em- 
ployment to more than 30 persons at the insti- 
tute with the growth of which Washington was 
so ihtimately associated. It is enlightening to 
see that the developer of this product, Harry 
Simms, credits his initiative in research to the 
admonition of his teacher, that his students 
“take the common things of life and make an 
uncommon application of them.” 


At West Point, Ga., Dr. George W. Carver, 
negro scientist whose 42 years of research at 
the institute has meant untold future riches 
to the south, will address a joint meeting of 
the Chattahoochee Valley Lions Club and the 
Rotary Club there next week. He will outline 
possibilities of crops for new industrial uses. 
He speaks with an authority probably unequaled 
in the south. From his laboratories have come 
dyes, breakfast foods, soap and toilet articles 
derived from the peanut; flour hailed as a sub- 
stitute for wheat flour; synthetic rubber, tapi- 
oca and starches from the sweet potato; oth- 
ers from the common weeds and fibrous grasses. 


R. B. Eleazer, educational director of the 
Commission on Interracial Co-operation, told 
the Atlanta Optimist Club the negro race “has 
made rapid gains—more rapid, it has been said, 
than that of any similar group in an equal 
time.” Illiteracy, to quote but one of his ex- 
amples, has dropped in 70 years from 90 to 16 
per cent. Still too high a figure, but this is, 
happily, a condition of which the south is cog- 
nizant and which can be remedied. 


Another outstanding contribution to civic 
life is found in the announcement of the Fed- 
eration of Colored Women’s Clubs of Atlanta 
that the negro community will band together 
in efforts to clean up the city. Not only will 
co-operation be forthcoming during the official! 
week of the drive, but it is planned to continue 
the work for several weeks beyond the official 
period in an effort to “make cleanliness a 
habit.” 


Such instances speak for themselves. The 
negro has for years made, in a quiet manner, 
distinct contributions to the growth of the 
south. His work has been an integral part of 
progress. It can be seen in the great Univer- 
sity center which has grown in Atlanta, in the 
educational advances made generally. Over al] 
looms the figure of modest Booker T. Wash- 
ington, who lives on in the deeds of his asso- 
ciates and students. 


GAMBRINIUS IN ECLIPSE 

Conceive, if you can, the sad spectacle of 
the German p¢tople in the face of the latest 
edict of their head man, Herr Adolf Hitler. No 
more bock beer. For untold centuries—from 
the days, as they now would put it, before the 
computation of time—the German has waited 
through the bitter winter for the springtime, 
when with the flowers and other effusions of 
Mother Nature would come their belovéd bock 
beer. 

Time without end they have gamboled with 
Gambrinius, the God of Spring, and bock beer. 
But now comes what must be one of their most 
bitter pills, for barley must be conserved to 
feed livestock of the reich. Export bock alone 
has been excepted from the ruling, for this 
means more money for the war machine. 

The goat has been, traditionally, the sym- 
bol of bock beer. With tongue in cheek, the 


_world asks: who now is the goat?

WITH INCREASING VIGOR 
(From The Boston Herald) 


Chancellor Hitler repeated in his speech before 
the Reichstag his demand for the return of Ger- 
many’s former colonies as “indispensable ior our 
own people,” declaring this “claim will be voiced 
from year to year with increasing vigor.” The 
average outsider must find it difficult to under- 
stand why the return should be considered “in- 
dispensable” except as a matter of national pride. 
These tracts in Africa and the Pacific have an 
area of a million square miles and a population 
of 12,000,000 but Germans have never shown 
enough jnterest in them to develop them in any 
colonizing sense. | 

Many Germans resent, apparently, the depri- 
vation imposed by the peace treaty as a stigma 
of moral inferiority, but Germany has never dem- 
onstrated any special fitness as an administrator 
of colonies. Most of them came into her posses- 
sion about 50 years ago, yet in the following three 
decades only a few thousand Germans “went out 
to the colonies, and the colonial trade was of little 
consequence. Germany did derive about a fourth 
of her rubber supply from the colonies, as well 
as a few other raw materials, but under the 
present mandated arrangement she is not shut out 
from access to these. hee 

These colonies are now mandated territories 
under the protection of the League of Nations. 
When Neville Chamberlain was chancellor of the 
exchequer two years ago, he pointed out that any 
transfers would require the assent of the man- 
datory power and of the league. Australia holds 
the mandate over 90,000 square miles in New 
Guinea, and the minister for external affairs has 
declared that any return is “unthinkable” and that 
security requires “retention of the mandate.” So 
with the South African minister of defense. He 
has said that. “in no @ircumstances would South 
Africa envisage the return” of the great blocks 
formerly held by Germany on the coasts of the 
Pacific and Indian cceans. Two of the African 
mandates are held jointly by France and England 
and one by Belgium and England. 

The idea of voluntarily surrendering territory 
acquired by war is alien to the policy of almost 
every nation. including Germany.

The latest results of a poll con- 
ducted throughout England by the 
British Institute of Public Opinion, 
affiliate of the American Institute, 
show 56 per cent of British voters 
opposed to Chamberlain’s foreign 
policy, as compared to 58 per cent 
opposed in preliminary . returns 
made public a week ago.

They argue that so long as the 
British cabinet’s hold over public 
support for this policy is preca- 
rious, Mussolini and Hitler will 
have to give Chamberlain. “some 
very tangible assurances” if they 
expect him to swing British senti- 
ment around to his policy.

NEW YORK.—Lord Perth, the 
former Sir Eric Drummond, who 
was for many years secretary- 
general of the League of Nations 
in Geneva, has left for Rome, 
where he is British ambassador, to 
open negotiations with the Italian 
government with a view to arriv- 
ing at a settlement of outstanding 
difficulties between the two coun- 
tries. Both governments, Britain 
and Italy, are desirous of ending 
the state of mutual suspicion and 
tension that has existed between 
the two countries since the Ethio- 
pian war. Because of that desire 
the negotiations have a_= good 
chance of succeeding. 

That this is the view in high 
quarters in Berlin is evidenced by 
the fact that the German press, 
which prints nothing without the 
approbation from on high, meaning 
without the sanction of Herr Doc- 
tor Goebbels, the propaganda min- 
ister, has just unleashed an anti- 
Italian campaign which augurs 
badly for the continued existence 
of the Berlin-Rome axis. “Das 
Schwarze Korps,” the journal of 
the elite regiments of the regime, 
the Schutz Staffeln, S. S. leads 
off. 

Says Das Schwarze Korps, let 
us not forget that if Austria 
and Czechoslovakia are today op- 
pressing our German brethren, 
Italy is doing the same. Let us 
not be deceived by “lying Italian 
propaganda, our German brothers 
in the Tyrol (which belongs to 
Italy since the close of the war) 
are ground to pieces, impoverished. 
see their rights trodden upon and 
their children Italianized. Let the 
world know, and especially let 
Rome understand, that we will not 
forever permit these conditions to 
prevail. Our German brothers 


now under Italy’s heel shall also 
be freed!” 

That’s high and mighty talk 
which will be perfectly well un- 
derstood in Rome. But what does 
it mean? It means that Berlin is 
warning Mussolini not to go too far 
with England and above all not to 
leave Germany out of considera- 
tion. Mussolini is warned by the 
Germans: Do not let Italy betray 
us again. 

There is no such intention in 
Rome. Mussolini will not so light- 
ly break the Berlin-Rome axis. It 
-has proved too valuable as a bar- 
‘gaining instrument. It has forced 
Great Britain and France to depart 
from their traditional policy of col- 
lective security and today brings 
its first fruit—a direct rapproche- 
ment between two states without 
the intermediary of the League of 
Nations. That is the idea Hitler 
has been advocating right along: 
Let every state settle its differ- 
ences with its neighbors and ev- 
erybody mind his own business. 

But we are not that far yet. 
Britain and Italy are trying to 
come to an understanding. If those 
negotiations are a success, it stands 
to reason that Britain and Ger- 
i'many will follow and France, too, 
|and that we will before long have 
a four-power pact in Europe and 
the menace of a war in western 
‘Europe is eliminated for years and 
|years to come. 
| In fact I would dare to bet that 
|there will be no war in our life- 
'time in western Europe. In east- 
‘ern Europe then? Ah, but that is 
‘another question. That is where 
/the war for redivision of the 
| world’s markets will be fought out, 
in that broad strip of: territory 
which goes from the Baltic to the 
Aegean sea and the Black sea.

- The great man, undisputed hold- 
er of all major league pop-off 
championships over the last six 
years, has undergone a baffling 
change of pace that has his old ad- 
mirers scratching divots from their 
heads.. Instead of his old, swag- 
gering self, Ol’ Diz has adopted the 
first rule of his brief kindergarten 
days—“Little boys should be seen 
and not heard.”’
